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CAPTAIN TUBRIDY: 1111 you please remind the xiten witness that he is stil 
under oath. 
DIRECT EXAMINATION, 
BY DR. GAWLIK: 

а Will you describe briefly how the SD dealt with matters pertaining to church 
and religion’? 

A Тһе group 111-С SD Interior essentially did not deal with questions 
pertaining to church problems, but dealt with problems of the religious life within 
the German peoples. Тһе SD had to observe and report what religious zurrmgx current: 
could be observed within the German nation. This included the activities of the 
Christian Church as well as those of the different sects, and of the popular creed 
movement, ick In the same way pbjectively reports were made regarding the 
educational kxximimg and trainingxok actiwities, and the reaction to the 
philosophical views of the party. 

Q Were these basic prünciples along which the work was conducted made known 


beyond the narrower circle of zmxxrkers co-workers? 


Yes, these basic prisen principles according to which the work was performed 
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was publiciged not only among the subordinate officers but also among the broad 
masses of the people. This was publicized as well as in public lectures, particularly 
with non-party members. 

2 Could you now say that those were principles according to whibh the Higi 
Leitstellen and the V-men also performed their work? 

А Yes, these principles were unified and were specifically for the entire 
intelligemce service apparatus of Amt ў LIL. 

4 The Prosecution charges that the SD was concerned wath the persecution of 
the church. Page 1761 of the German translation. What have you to say about this? 

A Тһе SD has never pursued such an aim, nor has it set it as its goal. 

« Page 1764 of the German records charachteriged the task of the 
Kirchenreferaty (Church section) of the 58 as follows : 

" The ultimate goal is said to be the destruction of all confessional 
churches ty submitting the reports which are to be collected by the intelligence 
Service with the aim to stop the churches fuxw from high treason, while Germany 
wAXXXXkxNEEKlXxx is struggling for its life. "

A 1 again must state kke Amt 11ї did not contain a Kirchenreferat. The SD 
kn ew nothihg of any such final aim as charged by the Prosecution. If such a goal 
ximyiu should have been in existance it was only the individual idea of a leading 
personality of wikk either the state m£xkhm or the church. Тһе majority of the 
Party members were church members and 90$ of the German nation belonged to some 
religious sect. To reach such an ultimate goal would have meant encountering the 
resistance of almost the entire German nation. 


Q The Prosecution further charges that persecütion of the church was one of 


the primary aims of the SIPO and SD. rage 1808 of the German translation. 


What do you have to say about that? . Pi 
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À There was no common goal and айл of the SD and the GESTAPO, since the duty 
and tasks of both mrxumixki organigations were entirely seperate ones. 

Q Did Amt 111 deal with problems of the religions whobly by way of Intelligence 
Service? 

A Yes, in accordance with the general outline of duties for Amt 111, entirely 
by way of Intelligence Service and without any executive action. 

Q Trial Brief Page 57 against the GESTAPO and SD maintains that the SD and the 
GESTAPO persecuted the churches by secret procedures. Their aims were camouflaged 
in this respect. Did the SD camouflage its aims particularly ih this matter? 

A First the SD did hot have common aims with the GESTAPO. There were no special 
secret procedures within the SD. In dealing with religious matters , the Sd had no 
secret aims. The duties and aims of the SD in connection with religion were just 
as outward as they were in all other spheres of life. 

Q And did the SD take an attitude towards observing religion or religious 
currents and directions? 

A As an objective Intelligence Service it was not up to the #% SD to take апу 
attitude but merely to gather information primarily, From the information gathered 
by Amt 111 resulted the essential aims and goals which the SB reported publicly. 

Q Was that the general concept of the SD workers? 

A Yes, the principles of reporting were firmly established for all co-workers. 
The personal attitude of each individual worker in respect to religious and church 
problems was free, and Amt 111 did not influence it. The co-workers were selected 
Ex not by their objections or dogmatic attitudes against the church but more by the 


fact that they would have been capable of understending and reporting upon the 


affairs and difficulties of the church believing mmmwibxiismeyx population.

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Did the reborts of 
q/ Members of the SD and the SS who worked for the SD express any hostile attitude 


towards the chürch 7? 

A As an observer of all inclusive xt Intelligence Service, the SD had to report on 
all opinions of the population. Such one-sided personal attitudes were supplemented by 
opinions of members of both religious and non-religious people so that Amt III always 
achieved or strove for a complete picture. 

In order to belong to the SD, did one have to join a religious movement approved 
by the rarty and SS and did they have to resign from the Church? 

employed either on an 

It was not important whether a worker/Xk&&x honorary or fullsetimeyxxxpk basis 
was a church member or nt. A large number of co-workers were members of a Christian 
religion until the end. 

Did the reports issued by the SDmm on Church problems have its consequence 
measures against the Church? 

A Since the SD did not deal with churches asx institutions or individuals, the 
reports issued by the SD were neither set nor were they directed boward the persecution 
of the church, 

COL. ORLOV: Тһе witness has dready stated previously that the department 111-С-2 
had nothing to do with the church. Any further questions pertaining to that theme is 
unnecessary. 

САРТ, TUBRLDY: Dr. Gawlik, don't you think you have pursued this line of question 
ing long enough? 

DR. GAWLIK: Yes, sir. 
BY DR. GAWLIK: 
Q I will show you now document number P3-1815, and in this document the cecree of 


Xx 12 Мау 1941 pertaining to the dealing with churches by the Gestapo is mentioned, hat 


effect th & did this decree have on the way church problems were dealt with by the ү"

ые” 
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The decree states the clearly recognizable operation of Amt ІІІ Interbr, and 
the Gestapo and puts in its final form again the fact that Amt III - SD, had nothing 
to do with the churches any more than by merely intelligence service. 

ш Was that а new regul ion or was that merely the convenience of an extinct 
situation? 

No, that was not a new one by any means, but only the formek conclusion of 
a state of affairs existing for years. When the separation and turning over of the 
intelligence service to imt 1V had been completed, only where subordinate offices 
were concerned, the transfer of records which Xx was requested by the separation 
decree x took until 1941 to complete. 

2 Before the mem separation,was there a comman dealing and a unified goad between 
the Gestapo and the SD for the purpose of persecuting the churches in the sense which 
the Prosecution charges? 

According to my knowledge, there was never a common dealing with church problems 
by way of intelligence servieemr ог any other service. The xxmxk problems in their 
essence and in their purpose which were gm set could never have been calmly dealt 
with. 

Was the Gestapo office which dealt with church matters a successor of the SD 
office which previously had dealt withe church matters? 

^ No, Amt iV had an independent office dealing with church problems. 

How can one understand the decree of the 12th of May, 1941, which reads that 
"The security service, and the security police, dealt with the political positions 
which up until now were iacciixkrikwkiem distributed among the SD sectors and state 
police offices, but now goes completely over to the state police offices." 


The SD previously worked on churches which were cmsidered to be ёп appearance 


of public life by way of intelligence service, ‘this final decree which was preceeded 


by that practice of years formulated finally that the SD was no longer permitted to work 
] 
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on church problems even by way of intelligence service., It took long conferences before 
the SD was permitted to obgerve, by way of intelligence service, problems pertaining 

to religious life within the different spheres and within the different population 
levels. 

J According to the diary, the people in charge of church matters who, up to now, 
were in the 3D sectors were to be transferred temporarily in the same capacity to the 
state police c fices., They were to take over the intelligence service activity in 
this sphere. Does that mean that the activities of the SDAPO offices were the same 
as those of the SD offices” 

A No, ёл the first place only a small number of SD co-werkers were transferred 
to the Gestapo offices, because these people in the 3@om 5р dealt vith other matters 
besides the so-called church problems. 

q If the work of the SDAPO was entirely different from the activity of the SD, 

what was the reason eg why church experts with the SD security office were ordered 
to the SDAPO offices? 

A I want to say once more that by no means were all of the experts transferred 
from the SD to the SDAPO. For the reas ns I have just mentioned, it took place only 
a few times. When it did take place, it was because these church experts in the SD 
no longer had anything to do. But they had to be retained entirely for ther new 
tasks.

Q /£R& records which were transferred from the SD to the Gestapo offices trans- 
ferred for the purpose of having the churches persecuted? 

A No, definitely not. lt was never one of the aims of the SD to work toward 
the persecution of the church. The police atthority хивюкиїхай requested these 


reports on the хіх basis ої their police executive duties, but theSD, in accordance 


with this attitude, was not interested at all in individual cases or names but in a 


complete picture of the total. ly 
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ч ihe witness Ohldach stated in his testimony, page 7Ohxxmf£ of the record,that 
he had received mountains of records and reports. To state it literelly, he said 
that "they were so bulky that we did not take the time to read them." Please let 
us know what you think of this?

X  XEXXXEXNIQOOGOUGODGO: Sir, i want to know whether it is admissible to present 
here the testimony of one of the witnesses of the defense counsel to another witness 
who is appearing here. The transcript has not been put into evidence yet and so, if 
the defense wants to impose one defense witness on another defense witness, it seems to 
me that it should be necessary to have both here. 

GUL Ол: A few days ago 1 put а qu estion like that. 1 have put this question 
Бо another Commissioner and the Commissioner has ruled that it is not admissible that 
the testimony of one witness be used in connection with the questioning or xk shown to 
another witness. 

Carr. TUBRLIUY: Who was this witness? Was he here yesterday for the Gestapo? 

DR. GAWLLK: ‘lhe witness was Ohldof. 

САРТ. TUBRLbi: 1 don't see how, if he wants to refube some testimony, I don't 
see how he could possibly do it especially in the case of a witness he might pull. i 
think you may proceed, Dr. Gawlik, but your question is rather vague. iou say please 

take an attitude. What does it mean? 

DR. GAWLIK: That the witness explain this statement -- that he explain the 
point of view of the SD, or that he, so to speak, supplement the statement from the 
point of view of the SD.

GAWLIK: But, as a witness of another organization, 1 should have an oppor- 
tunity to question an SD witness about it. 

САРТ. TUBRIDY: 1 don't really see where there is a great deal wrong. 

LT. CNDR. HARRIS: I will join in the objection on the grounds that the question 
is leading and it suggests and gives the answer to the witness and should not be per- 
mitted in direct examination. 1 do hot know how one could more clearly &mEkERE indicate 
the answer one wants than by reading the statement of another witness. 1 think the 
form is exceedingly bad, however 1 have not participated in this objection up to now 
because I am so anxious X to speed this along that I would have permitted him to put 
the question. I think any answer to a question of this kind has very little credibility. 

DR. GAWLIK: Let's wait first and see what the witness answereg then the ffribunal 
can ascertain whether or not the witness is credible. 

CAPT. TUBRIDY: Dr, Gawlik, in view of the stage that this has reached, I think 
we will let the witness answer. Could you rephrase your cuestion to the witness? 

DR. GAWLIK: Of course, 

BY. DR. GAWLIKB: 

Q Witness, in the copy of the order of separation, it is maintained that the 
records and reports were sent to the Gestapo offices by tne Leit Sectors, which the 
Gestapo ignored entirely because they neither had the time nor were they interested. 

A I cannot say objectively Gust how large the volume of the material was which 


was transferred to the Gestapo by the SD since of course 1 did not know the volume 


of material available in the separate offices. lf it states that the Gestapo did 
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not look at these documents, then it only confirms the fact that the material was of 
no use to the Gestapo otherwise the Gestapo would have been guilty of official 
negligence. 
Q Did the SD supervise the churches: 
@No, because like in all other culturmal affairs, the SD did not have the duty 
of supervising the churches. Every sort oí supervision would have been in fundamental 
contradiction to the task to be fulfilled by the SD. 
an you tell us whether and how many reports against the churches were made 
by the SD to the Gestapo: 
A The SD did not revort any one basically. That was not its task, but he issued 
single or summarized reports regarding the situation in the spheres of life. 
Q Did the Gestapo have an intelligence service of its own pertaining to churches’ 
Yes, according to my knowledge, theCestapo had an intelligence service which 
worked entirely independently . Alsok the separation decree just shown to me shows 
this fact uncontestedly. 
Q Did the Gestapo have their own intelligence service xfkxr even before the 
20th of Мау? 
So far as I khow the Gestapo did have their own intelligence service used 
in connection with police duties. I cannot say on my own knowLedge just how large 
it was. I only know that it was relatively small. 
о Did the Gestapo make use of the SD after the creation of Amt III? 
A No, after the separafiion decree this was uncontestedly prohibited, Anyway, 
the intelligence service of Amt III was completely useless for any police task. 
Za After the creation of Amt III and IV, were there regular work conferences 


and mutual information pertaining to measures and aims in regard to churches between 


the Gestapo and SD? (A 
4 
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Regular and organized work conferences in this sense did not take place. indi- 
vidual discussions took place from case to case. The thess for these individual 
discussions was the complete separation of their aims, as well as its practical 
results. 

Q What was the infludnce of the Chief of the SLPO and the SD as the top 
between Gestapo and SD in the dealing of the church matters? 

Of my own knowledge, i cannot testify to the influence of the Chief of the 
sivy and SD so far as the Amt 1V of the Department is concerned. Secondly, he had 
no influence on the religious question dealt with in Amt IIT. For the fulfimlment 
of these aims, Amt III and the chief of ^mt III put up their own goals, The chief 
of SIPO and SD did not issue any decrees pertaining to both Amt jit and Amt 1V, their 
tasks and goals, so far as church quest ions were concerned. If there would have been 
such assignments given by the chief of the SIPO and the SD, I would have had to become 
aware of them as section chief in Amt III. Both Amts have worked together occasionally 
sofar as personnel is concerned, and factually under entirely different lines under 
the chief of the SIPO and the SD. 

Q Did the SD assist other authorities for the purpose of persecuting the church’ 

No, it was not the duty of the SD to render aid according to orders, аа he did 
not have to furnish any reports regarding churches. 

M. MONNERAY: Would it be possible to ask the witness not to make such long 
speeches in regard to his political views: 

DR. GAWLIK: Yes.

The memo only states 
the decision of the Inspectorate to achieve a comradely compromise between the 
entirely separate offices. It was particularly nesessary in the case of Dussel- 
dorf because I recall that these two offices hat very bad relationships so that 


in this particular case the chief of Amt IIT had to interfere from Berlin. 


о Did the SD Amt IH regularly send reports to essential offices of the Party гш 


the State pertaining to these religious problems? 
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A The reports pertaining to religious problems emanating from SD groups eame abo ut 
slowl y and unsystematically. One expert, for years, took care of the religious 
problems coming into Amt 111. This individual then changed and for a month these 
problems were not even dealt with. The intel ligence service reports at first were 
completely unsystematic. 

Q Did the basic conception of the SD clash with the National Socialistic prin-' 
ciples and ideas? 

Tt was the attitude of the SD not to take an opposing attitude toward the 
basic principles of National Socialism because article 2h of the Party never had been 
cancelled. Hitler had repeatedly stated that he did not have any desire to be a 
religious prophet. “osenberg had stated publicly that religion was a private affair 
and the strictly hostile attiéude, as in the position taken by Bormann for instance, 
could not be considered the genuine will of the Party. 

YeaxDid the SD reports characterize 
Q/ the churches in the occupied territories as enemies? That is, for the purpose 
axxx of giving aid in the destruction and extermination of the churches? 

No, the SD treated these problems according to the same principles with which 
it breated churches inside Germany.
